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Law to ban strip 
searches isurged 


Legislation designed to restrict strip searching ofwomen 
arrested on misdemeanor and traffic offenses, strongly 
Triana The CAS t POST last sunremesr hes.regelved 
its first public hearing by an Ohio Senate conimittee> - 

S.B. 268, introduced by Sen. Michael Schwarzwaider (D- 
Columbus), was brought to the Senate Judiciary Gormmit- 
tee last Tuesday. The bill would prohibit police from strip- 
ping and searching “body cavities” of a person arrested for 
allegedly commission of a misdemeanor or a traffic 
violation. 

Schwarzwalder, the committee chairman, told the panel 
such legislation is needed to provide guidelines to make 
sure that citizens are not put through the embarrassment 
and humiliation of a strip search without good cause. 

He also made reference to a prominent Cleveland wom- 
an's complaint (reported by the CALL & POST), to area law 
enforcement officers conducting a strip search on her. 

Body cavity search, as defined in the bill means; “An 
inspection of the genitalia, anal cavity or vaginal cavity ofa 
person that is conducted visually, manually, by means of 
any instrument, apparatus, object or in any other manner. 

The bill, however, provides that such search may be 
“conducted if the law enforcement officer or employee of 
the agency has probable cause to believe that the person is 
concealing evidence of the commission of a criminal 
offense.” . 

We wholeheartedly agree with Schwarzwalder's sugges- 
tion thatsucha lawis needed to assure that citizens are not 
put through the embarrassment and humiliation of a strip 
search without good cause.” 

Although Schwarzwalder feels that his bill stands a rea- 
sonably good chance of being approved by the Senate, that 
chance could be tremendously enhanced by letters of sup- 
port sent to the Senate Judiciary Committee, or to the 
writer's respective Senators.

Singletary’s dream 


If all goes as scheduled, Rick Singletary's dream of own- 
ing the largest black-owned grocery market in the United 
States will be realized in April when he opens his 31,000 
square foot supermarket at Mt. Vernon Ave. andN. 20th St. 

After a much-publicized battle to find funding for the 
project, which had been stalled numerous times because of 
lack of money, Singletary was granted a $1 million dollar 
loan in January which he needed as operating capital to 
open the $4.1 million dollar market. 

Singletary was loaned $555,000 from Bank One and 
$445,000 from the Columbus Countywide Development 
Corp. The U.S. Small Business Administration is guaran- 
teeing 90 percent of the loan. 

The news of the impending opening is good news to the 
Eastside black community. The store is expected to hire up 
to 160 pe®ple and will provide many services that area 
residents traditionally have had to look outside the com- 
munity to get. Singletary, a former Kroger Co. manager, 
plans to include a pharmacy, delicatessen, cosmetic cen- 
ter, nutrition center and other specialty items he hopes will 
attract area consumers. 

The opening of the supermarket is expected to draw 
people to the inner city area which should benefit busi- 
nesses in the Mt. Vernon Plaza. The success of the market 
should encourage other businesses to move into the inner 
city area. 

Singletary's dream of owning his own business has taken 
years to come true. But it has. We think Singletary's tunnel 
vision fight for his dream was well worth the effort.

Williams sald thatian 8.6 recent 
increase in black elected officials, 
the largest annual increase since 
1976, further “Indicates the black 
community's commitment to use 
the political processes of the 
nation to pursue their hopes and 
aspirations.” . 


A recent JCPS report, the latest 
in a series which started in 1970, 
reveals an increase in virtually all 
categories of black political partic- 
ipation. For the period covered, 
July 1982-July 1983, the number 
of black mayors increased by 10.8 
percent, the number of black 
member of the U.S. Congress by 
16.7 percent, the number of black 
county officials by 6.7 percent and 
the number of municipal officials 
by 6.7 percent and the. number of 
municipal officials by 8.9 percent. 


These are significant political 
gains ‘for the black community. 
Between 1980-1982, the number of 
registered biacks increased by 
600,000. Since 1970, the number of 
black elected officials has grown 
from 1469 to 5,606. 


In addition, the number of black 
female elected officials has shown 
an even more dramatic increase. 
in the 1982-1983 period covered 
by the JCPS report, the number of 
black women officeholders 
increased by 13.1 percent. Black 
women now represent 22 percent 
of all black elected officials. 


Thurgood Marshall’s contribution to the NAACP 


With the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) celebrating it's 
75th anniversary during the month 
of February, oneis reinindéd of the 
time U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Thurgood Marshall appeared 
before a committee of the Ohio 
Senate on behalf of-a civil rights 
bills more than 25 years ago. 


As the NAACP's special legal 
counsel, Marshall came to Colum- 
bus to participate inahearingona 
Fair Employment Practice Bill, 
sponsored by the late Sen. Harry 
E, Davis, a black Cleveland Repub- 
lican. Since it was the final public 
hearing on the measure, both 
opponents and proponents were 
allowed to testify. 

Opponents, who has ques- 
tioned the constitutionality of the 
bill and argued that it was “com- 
munistically inspired," engaged 
Donald Riechberg a former 
member of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's 80 called “brain trus- 
ters” brigade. He had a reputation 


as being one of the nation’s top 
constitutional lawyers. 

Marshall was dispatched to 
Columbus! resent.the propo- 
nents, The heal had barely got- 
ten started when jt became very 
obvious that these two great bar- 


risters would soon be going after 
one another's jugular veins. 
Riechberg set the stage fora fierce 
verbal battle by arguing that the 
FEPC legislation was unconstitu- 
tional and would be 80 ruled by the 
courts if passed by the Legislature. 

Marshall, who was a master in 
the art of coining degrading sar- 
casm (and probably still is), chal- 
lenged Riechberg’s constitutional 
argument, poking a finger in 


Riechberg’s face to stress his 
point . 

“Ifyou are sucha great authority 
on constitutional law, why did the 
Supreme Court nullity so many 
New Deal! laws you drafted for 
President Roosevelt,” Marshat!

snorted. 

Riechberg, red-faced and with 
Pebble-like perspiration covering 
his forehead, retorted, “I was inthe 
process of drafting amendments 
to correct the jaws when the court 
overturned them.” 

In the final analysis, Marshall 
won the battle for the proponents, 
but lost the war, for the bill was 
subsequently killed on the floor of 
the conservative Republican- 


controlled Senate. 

Ten years later, however, the 
legislature passed a FEPC bill and 
it was signed into law by the late 
Democratic Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle. And in the meantime, 
Marshall was being glorified by 
Black America for the vital role he 
played before the U.S. Supreme 
Court in the schoo! desegregation 
case. When the court knocked 
down schoo! desegregation in the 
landmark Brown vs Board of Edu- 
cation case in 1954, the NAACP 
had won its most significant legal 
victory in its 60-year history. 

Now, with the month of Febru- 
ary designated as "Biack History 
Month," it is most appropriate for 
the NAACP to celebrate its 75th 
anniversary throughout the USA. 
Moreover, during this gala cele- 
bration, one can expect to hear 
accolades of tributes paid to Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall in recogri- 
tion of his vital contributions to the 
nation’s greatest civil rights 
organization. 


Time to repair the safety net 


The belief that there is a social 
safety net protecting all Ameri- 
cans from the worst privations of 
poverty has to be replaced by the 
reality that the safety net is in 
shreds and needs immediate 
repair. 

In fact, for significant numbers 
of the poor, there isno safety net at 
all since eligibility rules and other 
barriers keep them from particiapt- 
ing in key programs. 

Intact families, no matter now 
poor, are often excluded from wel- 
fare aid; costly red-tape and 
bureaucratic mandates keep many 
schools from offering subsidized 
meals to poor students, and most 
of the jobless don't get any unem- 
ployment compensation benefits 

And those are just a few of the 
many .instances in which 
desperately-needed assistance 
simply doesn't reach the poor 
despite the existence of programs 
suppoeediy designed to form a 
safety net for the needy. 

Virtually all of the highty public- 
ized rise in federal social spending 
goes to programs that mainly 
benefit the middle class. Social 
Security and Medicare expendj- 
tures cost many times more than 
the modest programs for the poor, 
which, taken together, am ttoa 
small traction of the domestic 
spending budget 

Indirect costs tlit the balance 
even further toward the mid 
class -- tax deductions for 
gage interest, for example. come 
to well over three times the cost of 
subsidized housing for low- 
income families. And the vast 
majority of poor tamilies don't get 


any housing subsidies at all 

In the years of federal domestic 
austerity, it has been the means- 
tested programs -- those whose 
eligibility requirements demand 
lowincome levels --that have been 
cut most. 

Broader-based programs keep 
ongrowing, and defense spending 
is busting the budget, with no vis- 
ible attempt to get cost-efficient 
results or to put a lid on the cost 
overruns that make weapons cost 
estimates a joke. It is common for 
cost estimates of new weapons 
system to be constantly revised 
upwards by fifty percent or more. 


Atl that ie. ultvmately, at ihe 


expense of people programs that 
form the safety net; for the unne- 
cessarily high defense expendi- 
tures, along with the ill-advised tax 

uts, lead to such high deficits that 
lawmakers become leary of pro- 
viding adequate funding for poor 
people's programs. 

That's fine for those who would 
like to see the government aban- 
don the poor entirely, but It has 
made conditions far worse for the 
growing numbers of the poor, 
America, the world's richest 
nation, lags far behind other 
industrial countries in maintaining 
a decent safety net for its needy. 

For example. in Sweden an 
unemployed mother with two 


small children gets benefits 
amounting to very close to the 
‘Wage oF the avérage Unmarried 
production worker; in Germany 
the figure is two-thirds 

But in the U.S., even in the most 
generous states, the total of that 
economically vulnerable family's 
benefits come to half. or less than 
halt of the typical worker's income. 

One of the reasens for the dis- 
parity lies in the way some other 
countries have converted means- 
tested programs into universal 
ones. Some European countries 
have universal children's allowan- 
ces and housing allowances. That

OSU-rate good marks 
for rights compliance 
(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 

The Office for Civil. Rights (OCR) of the 
U.S. Department of Education has found the 
intercollegiate athletic program at Ohio 
State University to be in compliance with 
federal law prohibits sex discrimination. 

Title 1X of the Education Amendments of 
1972 prohibits discrimination against per- 
sons because of sex by educational institu- 
tions, receiving federal financial assistance. 
Under the law, the education department 
has issued specific regulations regarding 
intercollegiate athletics. 

OCR's determination came following a 
compliance review of the athletic program 
which began in November 1982 and 
included an on-site investigation in January 
1983. The review was conducted by OCR's 
Region V office in Chicago. 


Larry R. Thompson, special assistant to 
the ¢. asident, told the university's Board of 
Trustees on Feb. 3 that the compliance 
review team had interviewed more than 100 
students, coaches, faculty members, aca- 
demic counselors, administrators and
